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Bad Weather Slows Ground and Air Forces 
In Korea; U. S. Destroyers Hit by Gunfire 


H™\; snow, rain and overcast halted 
practically all military operations 
on land and in the air in Korea during 
part of the week. On some days there 
were relatively few combat air sorties, 
with activity largely confined to pro- 
peller-driven planes and missions of 
weather aircraft. 

With clearing weather later in the 
week, air operations were accelerated, 
but ground activity was mostly limited 
to a few light patrol clashes and artillery 
duels. When weather permitted Allied 
planes struck hard at rail lines, supply 
buildings and highway traffic. On Sun- 


day night, 24 February, night-flying 
Allied aircraft, mostly American B-26 
light bombers, destroyed about 200 


enemy trucks throughout North Korea, 
one of the largest bags of the war. 

Poor flying weather greatly curtailed 
patrol flights of American F-86 Sabre 
jets over Northwest Korea. However, 
on Wednesday, 27 February, with im- 
proved weather, Sabres flying near the 
Manchurian border sighted approximate- 
ly 180 enemy MIG-15 jet aircraft. Some 
of these were engaged and one enemy 
plane was shot down and another 
damaged. 

Destroyers Hit by Enemy 


Three United States Navy destroyers 
bombarding enemy coastal installations 
in Northeast Korea late last week en- 
countered heavy fire from Communist 
shore batteries near Yang Island, off 
Songjin. The U. S. Destroyer Shelton 
was hit three times and two other shells 
broke over her fantail. Eleven crew 
members were wounded, three seriously. 

Damage to the Shelton included a 
large three-by-four-foot hole at the 
water line, causing minor flooding in a 
limited area of the ship. While injury 
to the vessel was not serious it was 
considered advisable for the ship to re- 
turn to Japan for repairs. 

The U. S. Destroyer Rowan was also 
hit by shore fire, but the damage was 
only superficial, and the ship remained 
on station. Near misses were registered 
by Red shore batteries firing at the 
U. S. Destroyer Henderson, but the war- 
ship was unharmed. 

There was very little activity by 
ground troops on either side this week. 
Heavy weather hampered patrol move- 
ments, and both sides were content with 
a minimum of operations. 

Along the western and central fronts 
there were a few brief fights between 
small United Nations patrols and enemy 
units up to a platoon in strength. One 
Allied patrol was engaged in an hour- 
long inconclusive fight with 25 enemy 
soldiers west of Chorwon. 


Skirmishes 


Several brief skirmishes occurred 
along the Kumwha-Kumsong road on the 
central front between small units. Two 
enemy squads, later reinforced by two 
more, fired on an advanced Allied posi- 
tion west of the Mundung-ni Valley for 
a half hour. United Nations artillery 
fire dispersed the enemy troops. In 
another skirmish in the Mundung-ni 
Valley, four of the enemy were killed. 
Patrol clashes east of the Pukhan River 
also resulted in a few enemy casualties. 

Inclement weather restricted Allied 
Navy surface vessels and carrier-based 
planes largely to patrol and harassment 
missions during part of the week. Bom- 
bardment of Wonsan, Hungnam and 
Songjin continued, but because of heavy 
snows results were largely unobserved. 

The U. S. Cruiser St. Paul fired on 
enemy troops in the Kansong-Kosong 
area, while at Wonsan the U. S. Destroy- 
ers Keyes and Rowan destroyed at least 
one shore battery and its crew. Block- 
ade and bombardment vessels off Song- 
jin dispersed enemy troops and trucks 
and interdicted bridge, highway and rail 
targets with day and night fire. 


U. N. Vessels Shell Enemy 


On the west coast, the British Cruiser 
Ceylon, the U. S. Destroyer Burke and a 
New Zealand patrol frigate harassed Red 
troop and gun positions, but heavy over- 
cast made it difficult to make an accu- 








rate assessment of the damage inflicted. 

Planes from the U. S. Heavy Carriers 
Essex and Antietam in the Japan Sea 
off the east coast ambushed two trains 
northeast of Hungnam. One locomotive 
was destroyed and the other damaged, 
and 38 rail cars were destroyed. The 
attack planes also ripped up 1,500 yards 
of track and demolished the roadbed. 

In Yellow Sea waters off the west 
coast of Korea the British Carrier Glory 
launched planes to attack gun positions, 
troops, and storage facilities in Western 
Korea. One storage shed exploded, send- 
ing smoke billowing 2,000 feet in the air. 

While poor weather hampered over- 
all Air Force operations, land-based 
planes took advantage of each break in 
the cloud cover and overcast to strike 
hard at enemy troop and supply posi- 
tions immediately behind the lines. They 
also hit Red communications facilities 
and highway transport. On Wednesday, 
American Sabre jets sighted a total of 
180 enemy MIG’s and in brief fights shot 
down one Red jet plane and damaged 
another. American losses, if any, were 
not reported. 


Fighter-Bombers Strike 


Allied propeller-driven Mustang F-51 
fighter-bombers oroke through low- 
hanging clouds and snow flurries to 
knock out personnel and supply shelters, 
and blast billeting areas with bombs, 
napalm, rocket and machine gun fire on 
close support missions. 

South African Mustangs struck a large 
Red billeting area northwest of Ando, 
near the east coast, inflicting heavy troop 
casualties, and destroying several ve- 
hicles. Other fighter-bombers cut rails 
along the Kandong-Samdung line, and 
between Changyon and Sinchon, south 
of Chinnampo, on the west coast. They 
also damaged supply dumps, silenced 
gun positions, and destroyed ammunition 
dumps near Sibyon, just north of 
Kaesong. 

Marine Corsairs cratered the main rail 
line from Sariwon to Namchonjom. The 
F4Us also damaged a supply dump 
northeast of Kumsong, and silenced a 
gun position near Chongdan on the west 
coast of Korea. 

In night operations, Allied planes, 
mostly American B-26 light bombers, de- 
stroyed nearly 200 enemy trucks in a 
single night last Sunday. Medium B-29 
bombers dropped 90 tons of high ex- 
plosives on the rail bridge at Wadong 
in North Central Korea, encountering 
meager flak and no air opposition. Other 


Superforts dropped airbursting anti- 
personnel bombs on Red _ front-line 
troops. 


In a summary of operations for the 
week ending 23 Feb. the Far East Air 
Force anounced that during last week 10 
enemy MIGs were destroyed in air com- 
bat, 1 probably destroyed, and 9 dam- 
aged. No friendly aircraft were lost in air 
battles, but 5 were shot down by anti- 
aircraft fire, and 5 were lost to other 
operational causes. Allied planes lost dur- 
ing the week included 2 American B-26 
light bombers, 1 U. S. RB-26, 1 F-84 Thun- 
der Jet, 1 RF-80, 2 F-51 Mustangs, 2 RF- 
51s, and 1 Australian MK-8 Meteor. 

225 MIGs Destroyed 

Since the beginning of the war 225 Red 
MIG-15s have been destroyed by planes 
of the Far East Air Force, 53 probably 
destroyed, and 394 damaged. Total enemy 
planes of all types destroyed in the air 
and on the ground by Air Force flyers 
amount to 360, with 102 probably de- 
stroyed, and 449 damaged. During the 
same time friendly losses of aircraft total 
531. Of these by far the greater number 
were lost to enemy ground fire. In air 
combat 43 Allied jets and 15 propeller- 
driven planes were shot down, while 151 
jets and 244 propeller-driven planes were 
lost to enemy ground fire. The others 
were lost to other causes. 

During last week the Far East Air 
Force flew 5,155 sorties and damaged or 


| destroyed 615 enemy vehicles, 14 locomo- 


tives, 100 railway cars, 9 tunnels, 10 


bridges, 505 buildings, and 2 tanks. The 
Air Force flyers during the week cut en- 
emy railway tracks in 710 places, and

gun positions. 

The latest Defense Department report 
of American battle casualties during the 
period of the Korean war, to include 
notifications of next of kin through 22 
Feb., discloses that 105,992 American sol- 
diers, sailors, Marines and airmen have 
been killed, wounded or missing in that 
period. This is an increase of only 151 
over last week’s report, the lowest weekly 
casualty increase since the start of the 
war. 

Of the total American battle casualties 
18,384 were killed in action or died of 
wounds; 76,911 were wounded in action, 
including 1,727 who subsequently died; 
and 12, 618 are listed as missing in action, 
including 194 known to have died, 1,389 
who returned to military control, and 
999 captured, leaving a total of 10,036 
currently missing. Total casualties include 
86,852 sustained by the Army, 1,232 by 
the Navy, 16,968 by the Marines, and 
1,040 by the Air Force.

displacing Christianity as a major belief 
of this area. Libya’s history tells of the 
coming of the Berber tribesmen, those 
nomadic people of unknown origin who 
spread like a flood across North and West 
Africa some 1,500 years ago. Its back- 
ground covers centuries when the Otto- 
man Turkish Empire was the dominant 

force in the Arab World. 

(And many of the customs, beliefs, and 
the traditions of these different eras in 
Libya’s history are a part of the individ- 
ual Libyan’s life today.) 

Early Contacts 

Libya first became of importance to 
the United States when at the start of 
the 19th century a flurry of warfare 
broke out between our then infant na- 
tion and the Barbary pirates based in 
Tripoli. After a few brief yet violent con- 
tacts between United States military 
forces and the Barbary pirates the af- 
fair was settled. The most lasting result 
of this minor conflict in American his- 
tory is a line in the Marine Corps Hymn 
reading, “From the Halls of Montezuma 
to the Shores of Tripoli,” commemorating 
a raid made against the Barbary pirates 
Tripoli fortress by U. S. Marines under 
the leadership of U. S. Navy Lieutenant 
Stephen Decatur. 

But the history of Libya becomes most 
important to the United States from the 
day in 1911 when Italy gained control of 
the sand-blown area some 600 miles due 
south of Rome. And with their colonial 
development in Libya, Italy brought mod- 
ern European customs and traditions to 
this ancient land, adding yet another di- 
verse element to Tripoli’s confusing pan- 
orama of the old and new. 

Essentially, there is little difference be- 
tween Wheelus Field and a number of 
other overseas MATS bases to which the 
Air Force unit came under a treaty, or 
other similar type of agreement, rather 
than as an occupation force. However, 
the problems posed by operation of a mil- 
itary base in a foreign land where the 
tenure of residence is determined to a 
great extent by relations between the 
Air Force personnel and the local popu- 
lace is perhaps more acute at Wheelus 
Field than elsewhere. 

Independence 

For when this article is read Libya will 
have become an independent nation un- 
der United Nations sponsorship. The 
United Nations gave to Great Britain, 
which held Libya under military and later 
civil occupation from early 1943 to late 
1951, the task of preparing the former 
Italian colony for self-government not 
later than 1 January 1952. 

Personnel of Wheelus Field, therefore, 
have a front-row seat at history in the 
making. And the officers at Wheelus Field 
have a peculiar problem in community 
relations, following, as they must in their 
dealings with local authorities, the shift 
of power from British hands to the in- 
fant Libyan government. 

Constant and watchful supervision over 
both official and personal relations of 
Wheelus Field officers, airmen, and fam- 
ilies with the local people has produced 
excellent results. Base policy to this ef- 
fect is simple, concise, and enforced. All 
personnel are told, “We are not an occu- 
pation force. We do not own the land 





upon which this base is located. We are 
guests of the Libyan government and 
people ... and we will conduct ourselves 
accordingly!” 

Good Record 

How successful this policy has been 
can best be demonstrated by the fact 
that in the more than three and a half 
years of its current existence Wheelus 
Field personnel have not been involved 
in a single “serious” incident with the 
local citizens. 

Upon the basis of this established policy 
Wheelus Field personnel have created 
for themselves a pleasant and peaceful 
life in this land so vastly different from 
our own. 

In the midst of this creation of a new 
and independent state in the Arab World, 
and paralleling the continuing problem of 
fostering and maintaining good commu- 
nity relations, Wheelus Field is charged 
with its normal mission of furnishing per- 
sonnel and materiel transportation to 
United States installations and agencies 
in the Mediterranean and Middle East 
area. 

As such, Wheelus Field is one of the 
largest overseas bases in the Military Air 
Transport Service: And with the increas- 
ing importance of the Mediterranean area 
in world affairs Wheelus Field is cur- 
rently undergoing a construction pro- 
gram designed to make of this installa- 
tion a complete and modern overseas base 
of the United States Air Force. 

Douglas Skymaster 

Transport flights originating from the 
1603d Air Transport Wing are made with 
the unit’s primary mission aircraft, the 
reliable four-engine Douglas C-54 Sky- 
master. These flights fan out from 
Wheelus Field to Dhahran in Saudi Ara- 
bia by way of Cairo or Nicosia on the 
island of Cyprus; to Frankfurt, Germany, 
via Athens and Rome, or to Frankfurt 
by way of Port Lyautey in French Mo- 
rocco; and to the United States via Port 
Lyautey, Lajes Air Transport Station in 
the Azores Islands, and Newfoundland, 
terminating at Westover Air Force Base, 
Chicopee Falls, Massachusetts. 

In addition, regular flights are sched- 
uled between the United States and 
Wheelus Field in the giant four-engine 
Douglas C-74 Globemaster. These trans- 
port flights are operated by MATS’ Con- 
tinental Division through Westover AFB 
from Brookley Air Force Base, Mobile, 
Alabama. 

Wheelus Field is named after Lieuten- 
ant Richard Wheelus, an Air Transport 
Command pilot who died in a crash near 
Abadan, Iran, on the Persian Gulf in Feb- 
ruary 1945. 

After its use by the Italians as a fighter 
base Wheelus Field was captured by the 
British Eighth Army advancing across 
North Africa in January 1943 and was 
used by the Royal Air Force until early 
1944 when the R.A.F. moved its Libyan 
base to Castel Benito Airfield some 20 
miles inland from Tripoli. 

Reactivated in ’48 

After its short wartime period as an 
Air Transport Command Base Wheelus 
Field was reactivated in the spring of 
1948 as the 7910th Air Base Unit of the 
then Air Transport Command. On 2 June 
1948, incidentally the date on which the 
Military Air Transport Service was 
formed, Wheelus Field began air trans- 
port operations under the newly-created 
MATS. It was then designated the 526th 
Air Base Group under command of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Bruce C. Downs. In July 
1948 Colonel Herbert S. Beeks became 
Wheelus Field’s commanding officer. 

On 1 October 1948 Wheelus Field’s des- 
ignation was changed to the 1603d Air 
Base Group. At that time the personnel 
strength had grown to approximately 800 
officers and airmen, a large number of 
native Tripolitanian employees, and some 
50 Department of the Air Force civilian 
employees. 

During this period, when military and 
civilian personnel were arriving to meet 
the demands of the expanding installa- 
tion, American dependent families were 
authorized to travel to Wheelus Field. On 
Christmas Day of that year the first two 
dependent wives of military personnel ar- 
rived in Libya. 

Wheelus Field’s designation was 
changed to that of the 1603d Air Trans- 
port Wing in the fall of 1951 under its

Basic Mission Remains 


Wheelus Field’s basic mission has not 
changed since it was first reactivated 
nearly four years ago, Today the field is 
staffed with several thousand officers, air- 
men and civilian employees. The major- 
ity of the civilian employees are native 
Tripolitanians . . . Arabic, Italian, and 
Jewish. 

There are about 375 dependent families 
at Wheelus Field. All but 21 families live 
in the city of Tripoli, renting villas and 
apartments in much the same manner as 
Air Force personnel assigned to an in- 
stallation in the United States. Construc- 
tion of 125 on-base family housing units 
is in progress. This will somewhat ease 
the present critical housing shortage and 
enable additional families to join their 
Air Force sponsors at Wheelus Field. 

In addition to the primary mission C- 
54s based at Wheelus Field there are 
twin-engine Douglas C-47s used for short 
flights. Flight “C” of the 7th Air Rescue 
Squadron, a tenant organization at 
Wheelus Field, is equipped with the twin- 
engine Grumman SA-16 Albatross am- 
phibian and the Sikorsky H-5H helicop- 
ter. Other tenant units at Wheelus Field 
are the 29th Air Weather Squadron and 
the 1950th Airways and Air Communica- 
tions Squadron. 

Gunnery Range 

Wheelus Field provides a Mediterra- 
nean Sea gunnery range for fighter wings 
based in Germany and England. Units are 
assigned to Wheelus Field in squadron 
size on temporary duty for about a month. 
Wheelus Field is famed for its excellent 
weather which, combined with sufficient 
space for gunnery ranges, makes it ideal 
for fighter gunnery training. 

Primary mission squadron of the 1603d 
Air Transport Wing is the 126l1st Air 
Transport Squadron, commanded by Maj. 
James A. Price. Subordinate units of 
Wheelus Field stationed away from the 
parent organization are: 1603d Air Sup- 
port Squadron, Casablanca, French Mo- 
rocco, and liaison units at Nicosia, Cyprus 
and Cairo, Egypt. The latter serve as 
Flight Advisory centers for MATS trans- 
port flights through those two points. 

Wheelus Field is designated as a “Field” 
and not as an “Air Force Base” since 
the land and physical facilities are not 


the property of the United States govern- 


ment. 

Today Wheelus Field’s primary function 
is as a major base on Military Air Trans- 
port Service’s global air line. Yet, located 


as it is in an area which has been of | 


major strategic importance since the 


dawn of history, there is little doubt as | 


to the potential value of this installation 
in any military situation. 

Whether in peace or war Wheelus Field 
is always prepared to play its vital part 
“For National Security-——.”

Engineers Told Missiles 
May Replace Big Bombers 


Expansion of the range of guided mis- 
siles may make long range bombers ob- 
solete, according to a General Electric 
electronics engineer. 

A. D. Arsem of the G-E Electronics 
Laboratory at Electronics Park, Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., said last week that the range 
of surface-to-surface missiles may even- 
tually reach several thousand miles. 
Conventional artillery at best has an ef- 
fective range of only 15 to 20 miles, he 
related. 

The surface to surface missile “is po- 
tentially an extremely formidable wea- 
pon and may actually replace the long 
range bomber,” Mr. Arsem declared. He 
spoke before a joint student meeting of 
the Institute of Radio Engineers and the 
American Institute of Electrical Engi- 
neers at Syracuse University. 

Mr. Arsem described the guided mis- 
sile, which can be used in practically 
all military situations, as “one of the 
most significant developments of mod- 
ern warfare.” 

Most Advanced Concepts 

He said that increases in the range, 
size, and speed of guided missiles have 
led to application of “the most advanced 
electronic concepts” to direct and con- 
trol the missiles, and that electronic sig- 
nals have been used to control the flight 
of 14-ton missiles hurtling through space 
at almost 3,000 miles an hour. 

“As missile development proceeds, the 
requirements for accurate guidance of 
the missile in flight, to produce an effec- 
tive hit on a desired target, become 
more and more exacting,” Mr. Arsem 
said. 

“The systems and devices for obtain- 
ing the necessary guidance and control 
are almost entirely electronic in nature 
and involve applications of the most ad- 
vanced electronic concepts. 

“However, I would like to point out 
that the problems of application of elec- 
tronic techniques to missile guidance are 
so complex that the surface has hardly 
been scratched.” 

Various Types Developed 

He noted that in addition to surface- 
to-surface combat, various types of 
guided missiles are now being developed 
for these three other major areas of 
military operation: 

_Air-to-air combat, in which the mis- 
siles are used by jet fighters and bomb- 
ers and are “essential for aerial com- 
bat” in aircraft travelling at speeds ap- 
proaching the speed of sound. 

Surface-to-air combat, as an anti-air- 


| craft defense against the speed and 


maneuverability of the modern high- 
altitude bomber. 

Air-to-surface combat, in which either 
rockets or glide bombs can be guided to 
the target with automatic devices which 


| operate on the basis of natural radia- 


tion of the target area or scanning of 
the target by radar in the missiles.

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Travel to Mediterranean 


The Navy has issued new instructions 
regarding the transportation of depend- 
ents to the Mediterranean area. 

Dependents of personnel attached to 
ships with U. S. home yards and home 
ports which are temporarily assigned to 
duty in overseas areas for periods of less 
than six months are not eligible for 
transportation in MSTS vessels to and 
from these overseas areas. 


The Navy explains that any travel 
performed by such dependents must be 
via commercial surface or air transporta- 
tion at their own expense and not sub- 
ject to reimbursement. However, the 
Navy states, “if after departure of the 
vessel from the U. S. the tour of duty 
is extended to six months or more, de- 
pendents who have proceeded to the 
Mediterranean area at own expense may 
be authorized return passage on MSTS 
vessels on a space-available basis.” 


Conditions Reported 


Explaining the new policy, Rear Adm. 
J. F. Bolger, Deputy Chief of Naval Per- 
sonnel, said that while the Navy doesn’t 
attempt to exercise control over the 
travel of dependents performed by them 
at their own expense as tourists, it does 
consider that all personnel should be 
aware of certain conditions in the Medi- 
terranean area before deciding to bring 
their dependents there. These conditions 
are: 

1—No Government quarters for de- 
pendents are available. 

2—Persons proceeding to the Mediter- 
ranean will be required to live on the lo- 
cal economy and on such facilities as 
are available to the general public. 

3—Living expenses, while not prohibi- 
tive, are extremely high and beyond the 
meee of the average naval-service fam- 

y. 

4—No hospital, dental or medical facili- 
ties are available for dependents. 

5—Return commercial transportation 
to the U. S. cannot be obtained readily 
during the tourist season and should be 
aa for prior to departure from the 

Own Responsibility 


Personnel who transport their depend- 
ents to the Mediterranean area at per- 
sonal expense do so “entirely on their 
own responsibility,” Admiral Bolger 
warns, and with the exception of those 
whose tours of duty are extended to six 
months or more, will not be furnished 
Government transportation back to the 
States. 


Personnel whose assignments have 
been so extended and whose families are 
in the area may apply to the area com- 
mander, via their commanding officer, for 
return passage of dependents on MSTS 
vessels, referring to BuPers Circular Let- 
ter 12-52 for authority. 





Endorse Red Cross Drive 


The nation’s military leaders this week 
endorsed the 1952 American Red Cross 
Fund Campaign. 

Urging the public and members of the 
Armed Forces to support the appeal gen- 
erously, the military leaders cited the 
many American Red Cross contributions 
to troop welfare and morale. 


The national drive for funds to finance 
Red Cross programs expanded by the 
Korean conflict and additional defense 
needs begins today, 1 March. Services to 
the armed forces and veterans alone will 
cost $38,399,300 in the 1952-53 fiscal year. 


Expressing his “strong interest” in the 
success of the campaign, Secretary of De- 
fense Lovett urged all Americans to con- 
tribute to the Red Cross so that it may 
continue its humanitarian activities. 


“The Red Cross means a great deal to 
the Armed Forces,” Secretary Lovett 
stated, “not only because of its efficient 
blood donor program, but also because it 
contributes greatly to the general wel- 
fare and morale of our service personnel 
and their families.” 

He also citéd the organization’s “in- 
dispensable assistance” in time of dis- 
aster and its role in training millions of 
persons in first aid and home nursing. 
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AF ROTC Grads to Army 


The Army announced this week the 
selection of 156 Distinguished Military 
Students from colleges throughout the 
country to receive Regular commissions 
as second lieutenants, effective 15 June. 

Ten of the appointees are Distin- 
guished Military Students from Air 
Force ROTC units.

Gen. Gruenther to Speak 


General Alfred M. Gruenther, USA, 
Chief of Staff at General of the Army 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s Supreme Head- 
quarters in Europe, will address the open- 
ing session of the annual meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, which will be held in Washington, 
D. C., 28 to 30 April. 

In making that announcement, the 
Chamber said that representatives of bus- 
iness and government would jointly ex- 
amine the impact of the Defense program 
on the national economy during the three- 
days’ sessions. 


Conditions at Camp Drum 

The Army has taken action to im- 
prove the lot of Korean veterans as- 
signed to “Exercise Snowfall” at Camp 
Drum, N. Y. 

In an exchange of letters between 
Representative Philip J. Philbin (D.- 
Mass.) and Maj. Gen. Miles Reber, the 
Army’s Chief of Legislative Liaison, it 
was brought out this week that 300 of 
the 1,700 combat returnees originally as- 
signed to the cold weather operations at 
Camp Drum have since been dispatched 
to Fort Dix, for reassignment. 

Mr. Philbin had complained to the 
Army that a number of veterans who 
suffered frostbite in Korea were being 
subjected to a recurrence of the malady 
by participation in the cold weather 
maneuvers. He said “The morale of 
Korean veterans at Pine Camp is lower 
than ever and there is increasing bitter- 
ness and resentment at the thought of 
spending another winter in the cold.” 

Following an investigation of com- 
plaints at the Camp by the Army Inspec- 
tor General, action was taken to trans- 
fer 300 Korean veterans to other assign- 
ments, more adequate winter equipment 
was dispatched to the troops participat- 
ing in the operation, and a rotation plan 
was effected for troops living in tents 
during the exercises. 

General Reber said “it is clear that 
the commanding general, First Army, 
has made a thorough check to determine 
whether the complaints about Camp 
Drum were justified and that he took im- 
mediate corrective action in all cases 
where warranted. It is believed his ac- 
tions, together with the directives issued 
by the Department, should effectively 
resolve the unfortunate situation which 
developed at that station and prevent 
the occurrence of further difficulties of 
this nature in other areas.”

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Support of Eisenhower | 
Disclaimed by MacArthur | 


General of the Army Douglas Mac- | 
Arthur issued a statement this week as- 
serting that he is not supporting the 
candidacy for president of General of the | 
Army Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

General MacArthur’s statement fol- 
lows: 

‘“‘My attention has been called to erroneous 
speculations as to my political views caused 
by misleading headlines, captions and ad- 
vertisements of an article appearing in the 
current issue of Newsweek magazine. 

“These headlines, captions and advertise- 
ments which can hardly be regarded as sup- 
ported by the body of the article itself, tend 
to create the impression that I am favorable 
to the nomination of General Eisenhower as 
the Republican candidate for the presidency 
and that I have a personal hatred of Mr. 
Truman. 

“Neither statement has any basis in fact. 

“TI have a warm personal friendship for 
General Eisenhower which springs from long 
military association but I do not support his 
candidacy for political office as I have no 
slightest knowledge of his political beliefs or 
his views on many grave issues which now 
confront our Nation. 

“Insofar as President Truman is con- 
cerned, I have no personal feelings whatso- 
ever with reference to him, My criticisms of 
the present Administration are much more 
fundamental. They go to the grave issues in- 
volving the ideals, stability and security of 
the Nation.”’ 

The Newsweek headline to which the 
General objected read: “MacArthur: Pre- 
fers Taft, Likes Ike, Hates Harry.” While 
denying political support of General 
Eisenhower and denying that he had any 
personal feeling toward President Tru- 
man, General MacArthur made no refer- 
ence in his statement to his attitude to- 
ward Taft. 

It will be recalled that Senator Taft in 
his recent speech in which he said he had 
“no confidence in the judgement of the 
present Joint Chiefs of Staff,” also stated 
that if elected he would rely heavily on 
General MacArthur.

Fear Of The Military | 
General of the Army Omar N. Bradley | 
and Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court William O. Douglas take opposing 
views in the current issue of Look 
Magazine on the question “Should We 
Fear the Military?” 

Justice Douglas says “The increasing 
influence of the military in our thinking 
and in our affairs is the most ominous 
aspect of our modern history.” He be- 
lieves “We have become victims of the | 
military mind” which he characterizes | 
as tending “to put every problem in the | 
perspective of war” and “to regiment | 
people, to have one orthodox creed and | 
to leave no room for diversity of opin- 
ion, the strength of democracy.” | 

The Supreme Court official states that | 


“in no case” should the military “be 
called upon for action until the political 
department is bankrupt.” 


General Bradley declares that the role 
of military men in our national life “is 
far from dominant,” that “There is no 
military clique” in the United States and 
“Civilian influence is greater than the 
professional military influence.” 


He points out that dependence of our 
leaders on military counsel “is not of 
the soldiers’ choosing” and that “in in- 
ternational affairs, just as in matters of 
the defense budget, civilians make the 
final decisions.” He adds that “Military 
men contribute advice at all stages of 
the decision, and frequently are assigned 
to help carry out the policies, but that 
is all.” 
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The Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff says “The truth is that in these 
times of half-peace, half-war, neither 
the soldier nor the diplomat alone can 
lead the American people on a wise 
course of international action, Both 
voices must be heard, and are heard, to 
make American policy realistic and ef- 
fective.”

_ Marine Corps Reveals 


. 
Rules for Integration 
| The Marine Corps’ recently-approved 
request to integrate 1,000 officers gained 
momentum this week as Headquarters 
revealed that both Regular and Temp- 
orary officers—in the ranks of second 
lieutenant through lieutenant colonel— 
will be considered for induction into the 
Regular ranks. 

Eligibility requirements (service, edu- 
cation and age, together with physical 
qualifications) and the procedures by 
which lineal precedence will be deter- 
mined are set forth in Almar 9. 

Headquarters said.the basic policies 
around which the program will be de- 
veloped have been approved by General 
Lemuel C. Shepherd, jr., subject to fur- 
ther approval of administrative detail 
and necessary Presidential regulation by 
higher authorities. The eligibility re- 
quirements for transfer to the Regular 
Establishment were outlined as follows: 

Service Requirements 
1—Applicant must be serving in the Marine 
Corps or Marine Corps Reserve on active duty 
or inactive duty in the grade of second lieu- 
tenant or higher. 

2—Former commissioned officers now serv- 
ing in enlisted or warrant grades are eligible 
if they are on a list for promotion to second 
lieutenant as of date of initiation into the 
program. 

3—lIf the applicant is a Naval Aviator, he 
must have been commissiond subsequent to 
31 Dec. '44 to be integrated in duty involving 
flying status. Naval Aviators with original 
dates of commission prior to 1 Jan. ’45 are 
eligible with the understanding that their 
orders to duty involving flying will be revoked 
upon their integration. 

Educational Requirements 
1—Applicants must have completed four or 
more years of college training as evidenced 
by a baccalaureate degree from an accredited 
college or university, or 

2—If applicant does not hold a degree, he 
must attain a minimum score on an officer 
selection test equivalent to two years of col- 
lege training. 

3—A GCT score of 120 is desirable although 
applicants with lower scores may be accepted 
— other qualifications compensate there- 
or. 


Age Requirements 
1—Subject to maximum additions for years 
service in grade as indicated, the maximum 
age on 30 June 1952 by grade as follows: 


Lt. Col. —less than 43 plus 6 
Major —less than 38 plus 5 
Capt.  —less than 33 plus 5 
1st Lt —less than 31 plus 2 
2d Lt. —less than 28 plus 3 


Secretary of the Navy in especially deserv- 
ing cases, provided that in each case the total 
active duty, including prior service and serv- 
ice after regular appointment, shall be not less 
than 30 years before statutory retirement age. 

3—Above age requirements are equally ap- 
plicable to women officers. 


Physical Qualifications 
Applicants must be certified by the Surgeon 


board of medical examiners, to be physically 
qualified to perform all duties at sea and in 
the field appropriate to the grade in which 
they are serving at the time of integration. 
Lineal Precedence 

1—Male Reserve officers will be assigned 
such lineal position in their present grade as 
they would now have, had they transferred 
under the 1945-46 integration program with 
the maximum loss of lineal precedence as- 
sessed in the grade they held at that time. 
This measure is necessary to avoid inequities 
occurring otherwise relative to officers inte 
grating in positions senior to contemporaries 
who integrated in 1945-46. In no case shall 
adjustment of precedence result in an officer 
being integrated in a lower grade than that 
held as a Reserve officer. 

2—No loss of precedence will be assessed 
officers commissioned subsequent to Oct. 1945 
provided such action does not place them on 
lineal list senior to officers being integrated 





2—Waivers of age will be submitted to the |

| 3—Temporary officers and women officers 
will be integrated in the same grade and 
lineal position they hold on date of integra- 
tion. 

4—Lineal position of any Reserve officer 
who was appointed as a Regular second lieu- 
tenant during calendar year 1951 to be read- 
justed at the time the current program is 
implemented. Such readjustment to provide 
for reassignment of lineal position to each 
officer concerned in accordance with the posi- 
tion the officer would have held if integrated 
under the current program rather than ac- 
| cepting regular appointment in 1951. 

Headquarters said it estimates that a 
request for applications will be issued 
in the “very near future” and that such 
applications are not desired until re- 
quested. 

Documentary evidence of date of birth 
and possession of baccalaureate degree 
(for those holding degrees) will be re- 
quired. Headquarters urges applicants 
to procure birth certificates and college 
transcript “immediately” to expedite 
submission of application when it is re- 
| quested. 








Marine Body Armor 

A new body armor now being worn by 
Leathernecks on patrol in Korea was dem- 
onstrated this week by the Marine Corps. 

Weighing seven and three-quarters 
pounds, the new armor surrounds most of 
the torso, like a vest, and permits free- 
dom of movement. Its primary purpose 
is to guard against fragmentation ammu- 
nition, which the Marine Corps said 
“causes more than seventy per cent of all 
combat casualties.” 

The armor is constructed of overlap- 
ping plates of plastic laminated fiber 
glass which, together with a special weave 
multilayered nylon fabric, provides the 
protection. 

The Marine Corps said the present de- 
sign “is in mass production on contracts 
let by the Marine Corps following battle 
front tests last summer.” The announce- 
ment pointed out that “Operational em- 
ployment of the body armor in Korea will 
determine, from a practical standpoint, 
how widespread will be its use by all 
Marine ground forces in Korea.” 

Although the armor is not a so-called 
“bullet proof vest,” it will stop such rela- 
tively slow speed projectiles as a .45 
caiber bullet from a pistol or a Tommy 
gun. A Marine Corps expert, Lt. Col. W. 
R. Walsh, demonstrated by firing a 
| Thompson submachine gun into the vest. 
| The plates were deformed but not broken 
by the slugs. 

The armor was developed at the Naval 
Medical Field Research Laboratory, 
Camp Lejeune, N. C.

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Air Evacuation Decline 
Medical air evacuation of American 


lowest in January since the start of the 
Korean fighting, Military Air Transport 
Service has announced. During 
month, MATS aircraft airlifted 1,418 
combat casualties and other military pa- 
tients to the United States. 

Prior to the Korean conflict, 
planes were flying about 300 patients a 
month from the Far East to the U. S. 
Two months later, in August, MATS re- 
turned 1,332 patients to Hawaii for hos- 
pitalization throughout the U. S. 

Biggest airlift of combat casualties 
and other military patients occurred dur- 
ing December of 1950 when 6,352 were 
brought back to U.S. hospitals from Ko- 
rea and the Pacific areas. 

On a single day during that month, 
MATS flew 448 patients from Japan to 
Honolulu; 350 left Honolulu during the 
same 24-hour period by airlift to hos- 
pitals in the states. 

Since 1 July 1950 MATS 4-engine trans- 
ports have airlifted more than 40,000 
combat casualties and other military 
medical patients from the Far East to 
the U.

He said 
that one reason present costs are high 
is because we are trying to replace some 
8,000 obsolescent planes and at the same 
time provide additional new planes for 
the expanded program. 


Congress has appropriated some $25 
billion during the past three years for 
aircraft procurement and is asked in the 
1953 budget for an additional $14.1 bil- 
lion. 

He said his committee is definitely con- 
cerned with economy in the defense pro- 
gram and would like to buy air power 
more cheaply. The committee knows of 
industry’s efforts to hold down costs 
through new tools and techniques, he 
stated, but the technology and complexity 
of modern aircraft manufacture, rapid 
obsolescence and unremitting research 
are some of the factors which put a high 
price tag on air power.

Air-Mediecal Problems 
“Our problems today in military avia- 
tion are your problems in civil aviation 
next year and in the years to come,” 
Brig. Gen. Otis O. Benson, jr., MC, USAF, 
commandant of the Air Force School of 
Aviation Medicine, Randolph AFB, Tex., 


told the Airline Medical Directors As- 
sociation, opening their two-day annual 
meeting 22 Feb. at the aeromedical 
school. 

“Because of the urgent need in mili- 
tary flying to keep ahead of our poten- 
tial enemies, with planes that fly faster 
and higher than any others, the Air 
Force normally is well in advance of the 
airlines on medical questions raised by 
ultra-fast, high-altitude flight,” said Gen- 
eral Benson. “The usual gap between the 
time we meet these advances and the 
time when you have to study them for 
the safety of your passengers is about 
10 or 12 years. 

“But turbojet airliners in the 400 to 
500 mile-per-hour range are not far off, 
and soon your pressurized planes will be 
flying far above their present limit of 
22,000 feet. When that day is here, you 
will be able to take advantage of our 
post-war experience with jets and rocket 
craft, and the peculiar situations which 
they present to passengers and pilots.” 

At the opening session the airline phy- 
sicians, whose President is Dr. Francis 
N. Kimball of New York City, heard a 
series of talks on specific problems which 
they will be dealing with in the near 
future. Dr. Ulrich C. Luft of the Air 
Force school’s department of Physiology 
spoke on the difficulties that arise when 
a pressurized cabin is accidentally punc- 
tured at high altitudes and “explosive 
decompression” occurs. 

Col. Victor A, Byrnes, head of the de- 
partment of Ophthalmology, discuused 
the visual conditions encountered in 
transonic and supersonic flight. A pilot 
flying at 1,200 miles per hour requires 
one and one-half seconds to see and 
recognize an approaching object. In that 
time he travels half a mile—and the 
object may already be behind him when 
he sees it ahead. 

Brig. Gen. Otis B. Schreuder, surgeon 
of the Air Materiel Command at Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base, Dayton, Ohio, 
explained the possible medical dangers 
in modern aircraft fuels and other toxic 
materials. Maj. James E. Lett, head of 
the department of Otolaryngology at the 
School of Aviation Medicine, described 
the effects of noise from jet engines on 
flight personnel and airport maintenance 
crews. 

The doctors were conducted on a tour 
of Randolph Field by Col. George H. 
Blase, base executive officer, then visited 
the various laboratories at the School. 
A round-table discussion of the effects 
of increasing age on airline pilots, as op- 
posed to the benefits of increased experi- 
ence was held under leadership of Col. 
Paul A. Campbell, the School’s director 
of research. 

Meeting with the airline medical di- 
rectors were officers of the Airline Medi- 
cal Examiners Association. They include 
Dr. Percy B. Wiltberger, President, of 
Columbus, Ohio; Dr. Thomas J. Cross, 
Vice President, of Ft. Worth, Texas; and 
Dr. Seymour Fiske, Secretary and Treas- 
urer, of New York City.

Progress on Canberra 


Meanwhile, plans are underway at 
Martin for early full-scale production of 
the B-57A Canberra, the U. S. Air Force 
night intruder version of the English 
Electric twin-jet bomber which estab- 
lished a new record for the westward 
crossing of the Atlantic last year. Discuss- 
ing the project, the Martin Star states: 

“At present, though engineering work on 
the Canberra continues apace, due mainly 
to developmental studies, the peak of the ac- 
tivity has passed—at least, at Middle River. 
Martin engineers have already turned out 
a large per cent of their quota, in terms of 
airframe weight. Engineering so far released 
by the major sub-contractors—Kaiser Metals 
and Hudson Motors—aggregates a good por- 
tion of their quotas. The wings and bomb- 
bay doors (Kaiser), plus aft fuselage and tail 
section (Hudson), together represent well 
over half of the aircraft. 

‘‘Always close on the heels of engineering, 
the tooling program was already well ad- 
vanced by the first of the year. Floor fix- 
tures for the final assembly of the B-57A 
have begun to take shape along the assem- 
bly line in Plant 2. Reoccupancy of this plant, 
occupied by the Army Signal Corps since 
the war and now available to the company 
once more, for the Canberra project, began 
in June. Organized as a unit and detached 
from Plant 1, all Canberra tooling personnel 
had been installed in Plant 2 by the time 
the first drawings came through. The initial 
engineering release put the Tool Design sec- 
tion to work on the first of the 100-odd con- 


trol points involved in the airplane's manu- 
facture. 

‘Following are this month’s figures on the 
status of the Canberra tooling job at Martin 
Plant 2: Tool Planning has completed 108.5 
per cent of all write-ups so far due; Tool De- 
sign has turned out 106.3 per cent of all 
drawings now due, and Tool Manufacturing 
has done 389 per cent of the work due to date. 
More than 12,000 distinct items—from tiny 
drill templates to massive floor assembly fix- 
tures—are currently being produced here. The 
subcontractors are making an additional 
13,000 tools, which brings the overall tooling 
requirement for the B-57A to a total of more 
than 25,000 units.”’

route. Thus he can be utilized on the 
routes with which he is familiar and 
when the opportunity presents itself can 
be broken in on additional ones. 

In the past it was the policy to hold 
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up the request to the Wing Commander 
for designation until the pilot had 
checked over all scheduled routes. This 
entailed delays waiting for a pilot who 
was otherwise qualified to check on 
flights flown only once or twice a week.

From its 
result they will be able to judge just how firm 
is the determination of the Congress of the 
United States to put our National Defense on a 
firm, long range basis. Adoption of Universal 
Military Training, the Russians know, not only 
will build up our pool of trained and ready man- 
power, but it will also reduce our future military 
expenditures and thus thwart the Communist 
plan to break our economy by prodding us into 
continually higher and higher appropriations. 

With UMT to build up a trained reserve, and a 
long range program for the broadening of our 
capacity for the production of military material, 
National Security would be on a more level and 
economical basis than ever before in our history. 


Representative Hébert demands a list of all 
public relations personnel in the Department of 
Defense.

Gypping Retired Personnel. One of the most 
deplorable features of the pay bill the Senate 
Armed Services Committee is preparing to report 
is its adverse effect upon the officers and enlisted 
personnel who are forced to live on their retired 
pay. By amending the House bill so as to reduce 
the percentage of increase applying to base pay 
and giving greater emphasis to allowances for 
quarters and subsistence, not only will the active 
list get less of an increase than that already giv- 
en to civilian government employees but the re- 
tired list will be cut off with a mere token-in- 
crease, inasmuch as their income is in base pay 
entirely—they receive no allowances. 

We hope that when the measure reaches the 
floor of the Senate that that body will return to 
the flat over-all ten percent already approved in 
the House by a substantial vote. Indeed, to be 
wholly fair, it should be made retroactive to 30 
June 1951 as has already been done for the civil- 
ian employees.

Mrs. Rosenberg Explodes a Myth. It seems 
that every time a Service pay or personnel bill 
comes up there is bound to be some tongue-cluck- 
ing over the assumption that in the highly com- 
petitive fields of business and industry only the 
very efficient go-getters reach the top brackets, 
while in the military services mediocrity gets 
to the top along with the more brilliant officers. 
Fortunately, when the subject was brought up in 
the recent Senate pay hearings, the Committee 
had before it a witness who is an authority on 
the subject and she told them that it just isn’t so. 

Mrs. Anna M. Rosenberg, the Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense, has for years been a top personnel 
adviser to a large number of the biggest busi- 
nesses and industries in the country. Senator 
Russell was deploring a situation whereby some 
colonels may be worth $50,000 a year while others 
aren’t worth their salary as a colonel. “That 
doesn’t occur very often in private business,” he 
remarked to Mrs. Rosenberg. But she came right 
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back with ‘Yes, it does, Senator,’”’ and went on to 
say, “I have done job evaluation and reorganiza- 
tion in some large companies, and I must say I 
see the same differences in ability between men 
as we see between colonels. I have seen vice 
presidents whom I would not have paid $50 a 
week, who are getting their $25,000 just as much 
as the man who really deserves the $25,000. Some-

Equality of Promotion 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Prior to World War II, rank expectancy throughout 
the forces was reasonably consistent and, no matter 
which branch an incoming career officer selected, the 
rate of promotion for successful officers was approxi- 
mately equal to that of their contemporary brother offi- 
cers in the other Services. 

In the two years preceding the U.S. entry into World 
War II, while our armed forces were expanding, in- 
consistencies in promotion rates began to become ap- 
parent. Officers in the Marine Corps and Air Corps 
began to be promoted somewhat more rapidly than 
their Army/Navy contemporaries. However, at that 
time it appeared that this condition would be of a tem- 
porary nature only and, ultimately, approximate equal- 
ity would be restored. Unfortunately, this has not 
proved to be the case and, as of the end of 1951, a 
somewhat astounding condition of inequality exists 
that is not only worsening with the further passage 
of time but, apparently, practically no effort is being 
exerted to rectify it. 

The disparity of rank between contemporary officers 
presently in the grade of Lt. Colonel/Colonel (Com- 
mander/Captain) is such that Army/Navy officers are 
outranked by their Air Force/Marine Corps one-time 
centemporaries by at least one rank and, in some cases, 
two ranks. To an equal or lesser extent, this disparity 
is evident in lower grades also, down to and including 
the rank of Captain (Lieutenant). 

A perusal of the current Service Registers of the four 
Service branches will verify this condition. There is 
no apparent reason for this disparity that justifies it. 

In the interests of partial rectification and, more 
important, in the interests of establishing uniform ex- 
pectancy for incoming career officers and younger offi- 
cers, this situation can, and must be, resolved if the 
maximum benefits of unification are to be realized. 

If unification is to work, and if high morale through- 
out the forces is to accrue, there can be no discernible 
differences in the attractiveness of the emoluments, 
opportunities, or other et ceteras of the various

NATO Naval Forces 


HE largest naval maneuvers which 

the Mediterranean has witnessed have 
been conducted this week and will con- 
tinue through most of the week to come, 
with well over 100 major vessels plus 
their complement. In this total are the 
United States Sixth Fleet, the whole 
Italian fleet, all Mediterranean elements 
of the British and French naval estab- 
lishments, and the bulk of the British 
Home Fleet. The exercise is designed 
primarily as a problem in defending a 
convoy, supported by normal air and 
surface escort and also by powerful 
task forces. The assumed enemy employs 
excessive submarine and air elements, 
and the problem calls not only for de- 
fensive actions against them but for 
those all-out aggressive actions by 
hunter-killer groups and other task 
forces which have long been under de- 
velopment in our Navy. 

This is the framework of the present 
maneuver. The essential purpose is the 
testing of communications; of ability to 
coordinate surface and air elements 
effectively; of the completeness of in- 
tegration of the four Allied forces, from 
commanders (all four ranking admirals 
taking their turn) down to the smallest 
element. There have been’ smaller 
maneuvers in the past two years, but 
this represents the sternest test of uni- 
form and combined techniques and 
training to which Admiral Robert B. 
Carney has exposed the naval alliance. 
It may be noted that the commander- 
in-chief of U. S. Naval Forces, Eastern 
Atlantic and Mediterranean, who also 
is C-in-C Allied Forces, Southern Europe, 
here is scrutinizing certain large naval 
forces which are not in either of his 
naval commands, formally speaking — 
namely, the British. It is apparent that 
actual operations in the Mediterranean 
would call for use of all Allied resources, 
and this ten-day exercise is expected 
to do a great deal to make sure that

navies in a unified system of codes and 
signals is effective. 


The Lisbon conference of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization Council 
wound up its deliberations with some 
impressive attainments. They are not 
final, for the several ministers’ commit- 
ments must still be confirmed by their 
governments, and the solemn nature of 
those commitments is enough to make 
the prophet wary. The prospect in France 
is particularly uneasy following the fall 
of Premier Faure’s Cabinet on the issue of 
increasing taxes to cover added defense 
costs. As is so often the case in de- 
fense issues, a large problem is posed 
by financial difficulties, troublesome to 
the west from the beginning and par- 
ticularly acute in France. The next few 
days will reveal the French political 
system’s ability to grapple with the day’s 
necessities. Lisbon enormously bright- 
ened the NATO prospect, but it still is 
prospect rather than reality. 


One must say much the same thing 
of the military structure cheerfully 
promised by the ministers—“about fifty 
divisions” under SHAPE’s command,

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Reds Find New Excuses to Balk on Truce 


URTHER complexities slowed the progress of Korean truce negotiations this 

week, and strengthened the belief that the Communists are deliberately 
stalling the discussions in the hope of gaining further concessions from the 
United Nations. The Reds seized upon the suppression of the Communist riot 
in a prison camp on the island of Koje, off the southern coast of Korea last 
week, to charge Americans with the ruthless murder of civilian internees. The 
shooting of the civilian Reds was occasioned by a riot in the stockade in which 
American troops were attacked by several thousand interned Koreans using impro- 
vised weapons. The American soldier guards fired in self-defense, and in the 
brief ensuing combat 75 internees and one American soldier were killed, while 
hundreds of prisoners and a considerable number of American troops were 
wounded. 





In addition to branding the Koje riot as a deliberate massacre of Red prisoners 
by Americans, the Communists also charged that four Allied aircraft had flown 
over the neutral Panmunjom conference site in violation of previous agreements. 
At the same time, the official Peiping radio quoted Chou En Lai, premier and 
foreign minister of Red China, as accusing the United States of using germ war- 
fare to spread disease throughout North Korea. The persistence and vehemence 
with which this absurd charge is emphatically reiterated suggest the possibility 
that there may be new epidemics in North Korea for which the Reds are anxious 
to blame the Americans. 


THE UNITED NATIONS DELEGATION, in an effoit to speed truce nego- 
tiations, this week offered to withdraw the nomination of Norway as a neutral 
observer and supervisor, provided the Reds would not insist on including Russia 
among the neutral representatives. This would have cut the neutral nations 
supervising the proposed armistice from six to four, with Sweden and Switzer- 
land named by the Allies, and Poland and Czechoslovakia by the Chinese Com- 
munists and North Koreans. This proposal was rejected by the Reds who indicated 
that they would hold out indefinitely for the inclusion of Russia. This is wholly 
unacceptable to the United Nations delegates, who have declined to debate the 
issue, since the original agreement on truce supervision provided that the neutrals 
selected must be agreed to by both sides. 


While there were indications this week that some of the minor points in 
dispute in the truce negotiations might be settled quickly, little progress was 
registered in compromising the principal differences between the Allies and the 
Communists. They are still far apart on the question of banning airfield con- 
struction in North Korea during an armistice, and on voluntary repatriation of 
prisoners of war and civilian internees. The issue of exchange of prisoners of 
war is likely to prove the most troublesome. The United Nations hold by far the 
greater number of prisoners, many of whom surrendered to escape Communist 
tyranny. Substantial numbers of the military prisoners are South Koreans 
impressed involuntarily into the North Korean army. Their forced return to 
Communist custody, with a strong possibility of facing severe punishment or 
execution as deserters, would be a breach of Allied faith that would not go un- 
noticed among the oppressed in Communist countries, or among non-Communist 
residents of small countries bordering on the Soviet Union and puppet states. 


Discouraging lack of progress in the truce talks has not dimmed the hope 
of many observers for an ultimate armistice by spring or early summer. It is 
felt that the Reds are desirous of ending the hostilities that have proved so 
costly in manpower and munitions, but they are shrewd bargainers and may be 
expected to continue their exasperating delays so long as there is any prospect 
of extorting better terms from the impatient Allies. It may require a new Allied 
spring offensive to impress on the Reds the advantage of an early cease-fire 
agreement. 


FRENCH AND NATIVE FORCES fighting Communist guerrillas practically 
acknowledged the impossibility of an early victory over the Reds in the jungles 
of Indo-China, and withdrew from the important road center of Hoabinh to 
defend a much-shortened perimeter around Hanoi, which is now only 20 miles 
from the rebel lines. The retreat was strategic in order to shorten the lines, 
while anti-Communist forces are being built up to an extent which might make 
possible the resumption of the offensive some months hence. It was the first 
major withdrawal of French and native troops in more than a year, and irre- 
spective of the obvious advantage from a defensive standpoint it must be regarded 
as a serious setback. 


The Japanese government this week announced plans for a special police 
force to prevent a repetition of last week’s Communist-led anti-American riots in 
which scores of police were stoned by Reds. Demonstrations and riots took place 
in Tokyo and a score of other towns. Some 3,000.persons were said to have been 
involved and numerous arrests were made. Afterwards, Japanese police made 
numerous raids on Communist headquarters and seized stocks of Red literature. 


THE GOVERNMENT OF INDONESIA has resigned over the issue of accepting 
United States aid under the Mutual Security Act. The coalition cabinet fell when 
Premier Soekiman’s own party withdrew its support because the foreign minister 
had agreed to accept American military munitions without prior parliamentary 
approval. Opponents of the government feared that acceptance of American aid 
would take Indonesia out of her avowed position of neutrality in the world 
struggle between Communism and the western powers. 

Prime Minister Winston Churchill won a resounding vote of confidence in the 
British House of Commons this week. The issue arose on a Labor party motion 
for a vote of personal censure of Mr. Churchill for the promises he was reported 
to have recently made to President Truman in connection with British military 
support in the event the Chinese Communists violate the proposed Korean truce 
agreement. The prime minister pointed out that his promises of vigorous action 
in such an event did not go as far as previous promises made by his predecessor, 
former Prime Minister Clement Attlee, under somewhat similar circumstances. 
Mr. Churchill also said that the former Labor government had perfected an atom 
bomb without reporting its action to parliament. Mr. Churchill’s victory in the 
House was by a majority of 33, substantially greater than the normal Conservative 
majority in the narrowly divided chamber. :

Extend Air Chief's Tour?—There was speculation at the Pentagon this week 
that President Truman might decide, in an election year, to extend the tour of 
General Hoyt S. Vandenberg as Air Force Chief of Staff. General Vandenberg 
completes his normal four-year duty in this post on 30 April. 

Under provisions of an amendment to the 1952 Appropriations Act, General 
Vandenberg cannot retire unless the Secretary of Defense stipulates that his retire- 
ment would be necessary to prevent “hardship” or would be “for the good of the 
Service.” In granting these tightly worded exceptions, Congress showed clearly its 
intent to prevent the voluntary retirement of officers before reaching the statutory 
age. 

There are those who contend that President Truman will extend General 
Vandenberg’s tour so that if a new President is elected he will be free to appoint 
an Air Force Chief of Staff of his own choosing for the full four-year term. Also, 
an extension of General Vandenberg’s tour could result in his being retired without 
having to get around the current restriction, which becomes void after 1 July 
unless voted in the next appropriations bill or in other legislation. 


Further arguments given in behalf of an extension of General Vandenberg’s 
tour are his demonstrated ability to work closely with the other Services and his 
popularity on Capitol Hill. 

General Vandenberg and General of the Army Omar N. Bradley, Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, were closely allied during World War II when the former 
commanded the Ninth Air Force in support of General Bradley’s 12th Army Group. 
General Bradley’s term as Chairman of the JCS, incidentally, was extended last 
summer when he was reappointed for a second two-year term. 


Meantime, however, while many believe General Vandenberg’s tour will be 
extended, there are others who hold that a new Chief of Staff will be named for 
the Air Force. There are widespread reports that General Vandenberg, disap- 
pointed because of the slow-down in expansion of the Air Force, has incurred 
some high-level displeasure recently by his insistence on a speedier time-table 
for achievement of the 143-group structure. In this respect, it is to be noted that 
when W. Stuart Symington was Secretary of the Air Force, General Vandenberg 
argued just as strongly for a 70-group Air Force at a time when funds for only 
a 48-group organization were being provided. At that time, however, he enjoyed 
the full support of his Secretary, who never backed down from his position—even 
at the height of the economy drive—that a 70-group Air Force was a minimum 
necessity to insure national security. Whether General Vandenberg has this top- 
level support now is uncertain as he points to the threat of Soviet air power and 
protests the “stretch-out.” 

If General Vandenberg’s tour is not extended, the indications point to General 
Nathan Twining, Vice Chief of Staff, and General Curtis LeMay, Strategic Air Force 
commander, as strong contenders. Actually, the names of almost every four-star 
and three-star general in the Air Force have been mentioned at one time or another 
for the top military job in the Air Force. 

If a successor is to be named for General Vandenberg, an early announcement 
is likely, for until such an announcement is made there will be anxiety throughout 
the Air Force as to who will get the job. But if the President intends to extend 
General Vandenberg, he may well decide to wait until the last moment. 














Five-Star Staffs—A policy statement made by President Truman on 30 July 
1946 has resulted in a reduction in the personal staff of General of the Army 
Douglas MacArthur. At that time, the President stated to the then Secretary of 
the Army, the late Robert P. Patterson, that except in cases of special missions 
three military aides would seem sufficient for five-star officers without specific 
assignments. 

On 18 July 1951, Secretary of the Army Frank Pace, jr., wrote to General 
MacArthur calling attention to the 1946 policy. He asked that General MacArthur 
name the three aides he wanted to retain. The general then had eight staff mem- 
bers. On 31 Oct. 1951, Mr. Pace wrote General MacArthur again, stating that 
apparently his previous letter had been misunderstood, for on 25 July the general 
had written that his arrangements with the First Army were working out satis- 
factorily. 

On 7 November, General MacArthur gave the names of Col. Laurence E. 
Bunker, WO George C. Yount and SFC Francisco M. Valbuera. Then, on 12 Feb- 
ruary,. First Army notified General MacArthur that five other staff members, 
including one officer, Maj. Patrick I. Gibbons, would be reassigned within 60 days. 

General of the Army George C. Marshall, for whom an office is maintained at 
the Pentagon, has a civilian stenographer, one enlisted man as a chauffeur and 
assistant and the part-time services of Maj. C. G. George of the Executive Office 
of the Office of the Secretary of Defense. 

While at Columbia University, General of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower 
had three assistants, including a military aide, secretary and a driver. 

Fleet Admiral William Leahy has three staff members, a commander, an ensign 
and a steward. Fleet Admiral Ernest King also has a commander, ensign and 
steward. 


Admiral Joy’s Son Decorated—First Lt. David D. Joy, aide to Brig. Gen. Carter 





W. Clarke, USA, commanding general Southwestern Command, Osaka, Japan, has 
been decorated with the Bronze Star Medal and first Oak Leaf Cluster to the Bronze 
Star. Lieutenant Joy, whose father, Vice Admiral C. Turner Joy, is senior UN 
delegate to the Korean armistice conference and commander of the Far East Naval 
Forces, received the bronze star for Korean service with X Corps and the cluster 
for duty with EUSAK. 


Combat Experience for Generals—The Fourth Army at Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., 
now has three veterans of the fighting in Korea as its top commanders. Lt. Gen. 
William M. Hoge assumed command after duty as commander of the IX Corps in | 
Korea. Maj. Gen. Hobart Gay was commander of the 1st Cavalry Division and Brig. 
Gen. Numa Watson was assistant commander of the 24th Infantry Division. 

Army officials reported this week that a total of 85 general officers have served 


in Korea. 


Not Playing It Square—Many veteran members of the Army are expressing the 
sentiment that the Pentagon is not playing square in the matter of a decision on 
the fate of more than 900 colonels who could be retired in 1953. 

As has been pointed out in THE JOURNAL, Army leaders want the authority to 
rescind temporarily the Officer Personnel Act provision which requires the retire- 
ment of officers after 30 years of service who have held the rank of permanent 
colonel for five years. 

However, it is understood that, the Air Force and Navy are opposed to modify- 
ing the Officer Personnel Act in this regard. 

If the Department of Defense delays much longer, it is conceivable that members 
of Congress will press for passage of legislation to thwart the retirement of these 
veteran officers. A bill has been introduced by Senator Cain (R.-Wash.) to delay 
from 1953 until 1956 the effective date of the retirement requirement. Issuance of 
an Executive Order suspending the Officer Personnel Act provision would permit 
the Services to retain the officers it wants from this group and separate the others. 

The procrastination of the Department of Defense in reaching a decision on 
this matter is damaging morale, while the uncertainty is preventing officials from 
most efficiently utilizing its manpower. 


A Lyrical Retreat—In reporting plans for the first All-Army Soldier Singing 
Contest in the issue of 19 Jan., THE JoURNAL observed that the Service “views with 
glee” the announcement, but the observation was made that the WACS would not be 
happy over the decision to restrict participation in the Singing Platoon category exclu- 
sively to males. “This sharp discrimination in an otherwise melodic announcement is 
certain to fall flat at the WAC Training Center, Ft. Lee, Va.,” THE JOURNAL com- 
mented. 

This week, the Army released Circular No. 13. The Army now correctly re-esti- 
mates the power of its women and says that in the Singing Platoon category “groups 
will be either all male or all female.” It was a lyrical retreat. 


Jet Transport Development—President Truman has again asked Congress to 
appropriate funds to encourage the development of jet-powered transport aircraft. 
An act was passed in 1950 authorizing the government to help such development 
by aiding in the compilation of design and operating data. Last October $597,000 was 
included in an appropriation bill for this purpose but it was knocked out after 
Representative John J. Rooney (D-NY) called it a “boondoggling job.” 

Now, the Bureau of the Budget has advised Congress that the airlines and air- 
craft manufacturing industry are prepared to finance jointly the development of 
one or more jet transports. The proposed appropriation, he said, would permit sev- 
eral types of jet aircraft to be operated extensively in order to collect the needed 
information. 

England already is far out in front in jet transports, the government having 
spent $400,000,000 since 1943 in developing new civil transport types. One of these, 
the Comet, flew from London to Singapore on a test flight last fall in 24 hours and 
seven minutes, cutting 33 hours from the normal flying time. Routine flights are 
expected this year. Canada, too, has done considerable work in developing jet trans- 
ports. 


Regular Army Casualties—The extent to which Regular Army personnel have 
carried the brunt of the fighting in Korea is told in statistics supplied this week in 
response to an inquiry from THE JouRNAL. When total Army casualties were listed 
at 83,000, 62,000 of the killed, wounded and missing were Regular Army. Regular 
Army personnel have sustained about one-third of the officer casualties although 
only about one out of every five officers is a Regular. 

As of midnight, 15 Feb., total casualties reported to next-of-kin were 105,841, 
of which 86,730 were Army, 16,848 Marine Corps, 1,226 Navy and 1,037 Air Force. 
These figures are certain to be taken into consideration by the Senate Armed 
Services Committee when it resumes discussions on the long-pending Combat Pay 
Bill. 


British Navy—“Jane’s Fighting Ships,” published in this country by the Mc- 
Graw-Hill Book Company, Inc., reports that Great Britain’s whole new naval pro- 
gram is directed largely towards the underwater menace. It is aimed, Jane’s states, 
at providing “the majority of ships for anti-submarine purposes by conversions of 
fast destroyers and for minesweeping by new construction.” Twenty-four anti-sub- 
marine frigates of new design are to be built, but first priority “is being given to 
the conversion of destroyers into escort vessels (fast, anti-submarine frigates).” 
Orders have also been given for the construction of 41 new minesweepers “of en- 
tirely new designs.” 

The book also points out that Great Britain “now has only 53 submarines” but 
that “satisfactory progress has been made in the development of fast submarines of 
a new type.” Thirty-five of the subs are in active service and 18 are in the immediate 
reserve. 

All together, Britain has 157 active warships. These include two fleet aircraft 
carriers, four light aircraft carriers, two aircraft maintenance carriers, one battle- 
ship, 12 cruisers, one trials cruiser, two fast minelayers, 34 destroyers, 38 frigates, 
35 submarines and 26 minesweepers. 


Heads New PMG School Dept.—A Civilian Components Department has been 
established at the Provost Marshal General’s School, Camp Gordon, Ga., to give 
greater assistance to MP units not on active status. Head of the department is Lt. 
Col. R. E. Pearson, who was assistant executive officer of the PMG Center prior to 
his new assignment. The department will have two sections, an ORC-National Guard 
unit under Maj. J. F. Jubeck, and an ROTC unit, headed by Lt. Col. W. W. Cox. 


Army Chaplain Writes Admiral’s Biography—The life of Rear Adm. Daniel 
Judson Callaghan, USN, killed in action off Guadalcanal on Friday, 13 Nov. 1942, 
has been written by Father Francis X. Murphy, now a chaplain at Ft. Riley, Kans. 
It is published by Vantage Press, Inc., New York, under the title Fighting Admiral: 
The Story of Dan Callaghan. 

Father Murphy’s active interest in the life of Admiral Callaghan dates back 
to 1944 when he served as Catholic chaplain at the U. S. Naval Academy at Annapolis. 
His original intention was to write a biography of a great, modern Naval officer, 
that would serve as an inspiration to Midshipmen and young Naval officers. It was 
through painstaking research through Naval records, through innumerable con- 
versations with people who had known Dan Callaghan, including his father, now 
deceased, that Father Murphy was able to piece together the complete story.

Group Gathers Data to Assist Service 
Families Ordered to Stations in Europe 


When an officer is ordered overseas 
and his wife prepares to follow him to 
his new foreign duty assignment she is 
often faced with a number of perplexing 
problems for which she can find no im- 
mediate answer through official sources. 

However, an unofficial group which 
stands ready to help her is the Armed 
located in

| 25, D. C. The Association answers any 
| question—big or small—which will bet- 


ter prepare the wife for her long journey. 

Files maintained by the Association 
contain information on almost every 
overseas area where U. S. personnel are 
likely to be sent, and they are open to 
any service wife who cares to use them. 

At present, the file in greatest demand 
is the one on the European Command. 
This folio contains information on the 
move to the staging area at Fort Hamil- 
ton, N. Y., and on housing, facilities and 
services to be found in Europe. In addi- 
tion, there are numerous letters from the 
Associations “overseas correspondents,” 
giving personal information about spe- 
cific locations. 

Publications Available 


Two publications in the file are “De- 
pendents—Last Stop USA,” prepared at 
Fort Hamilton, and “Helpful Hints for 
Personnel Ordered to the European 
Command,” prepared by the Dependents 
Movements Branch of the Army. Both 
are available upon request. 

“Last Stop USA” gives advice about 
packing, marking baggage and travel to 
Fort Hamilton, as well as pets, household 
goods, automobiles, money, mail, and so 
forth. It also details the procedures to 
be followed by dependents after their 
arrival at the Fort. 

Excerpts from the “Helpful Hints” 
pamphlet are printed herewith to show 
the scope and nature of the information 
it contains: 

Officers ordered to EuCom are eligible to 
apply for transportation and quarters for 
their dependents only if they are scheduled 
to remain in the European area for at least 
a vear after their dependents arrive. 

Because of a critical housing shortage in 
Europe, dependents are not permitted to ac- 
company their sponsors. The latter must 
wait until they arrive at their assigned sta- 
tions and then submit applications for de 
pendents’ travel authorizations. Approval is 
granted when a commander can insure that 
permanent family quarters will be available 
when dependents arrive (approximately 60 
days after authorization). 

Sponsors can expect to be separated from 











their dependents for three to twelve months. 
Accommodations are not readily available, 
the cost is excessive — particularly mainte- 
nance, heating, utilities and general upkeep 
—furnishings scanty. Only limited medical 
facilities in certain areas, one US Army com- 
missary, public transportation is nonexistent 
between some housing areas and duty sta- 
tions. 


10% of Requirements 


Current available housing, plus pianned 
construction, will provide only approximate- 
ly 70 per cent of the estimated requirement. 
Dependents must wait two to twelve months. 
Family housing consists mainly of leased 
German houses or apartments and newly con- 
structed apartments of American design. 
Housing equipped with adequate sanitary fa- 


cilities, electricity, and either central or 
space heating. Houses are classified into 
groups and assigned, by grade, based on 


date of application, with consideration to 
size of family, wherever possible. 

Furniture and equipment, electric cur- 
rent, health, automobiles (one item that 
is first on the “must” list), transporta- 
tion, currency, and other topics are dis- 
cussed in the pamphlet. 

In addition, the Association can often 
supply the name of another Service wife 
already settled in the specific locale for 
which the new “transferee” is slated. This 
provides her an opportunity for personal 
correspondence with another woman who 
ean offer first hand hints. 

Answer Many Questions 

The wives of officers ordered overseas 
will find the Hostess Association can 
answer many of their questions. If the 
desired information is not on file, the 
group will likely be able to track it 
down.

Gross income from sales of products

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Air Industry Building Up 
In Spite of ‘Stretch-Out’ 


Production of military aircraft is in- 
creasing despite the “stretch-out” which 
has postponed target dates for the air 
power build-up some 18 months, says Ad- 
miral DeWitt C. Ramsey, USN-(Ret.), 
President of the Aircraft Industries As- 
sociation. 

Revised production goals were an- 
nounced recently by the Defense Depart- 
ment. As a result, the 143-wing Air Force 
and proportionately expanded Naval Air 
arm will not be achieved in late 1954, 
as planned, but in 1956. 

In an editorial in Planes, official pub- 
lication of AIA, Admiral Ramsey says 
that rescheduling eases the ultimate bur- 
den of the aircraft industry considerably. 
To have achieved previous schedules, a 
“business-as-usual” economy would have 
had to give way to a serious extent. 

He warns, however: “It is important 
that, in the readjustment of the nation’s 
air power sights, we do not lose sight 
of the magnitude of the task as it stands. 
The industry has not slowed down; it is 
still building up. 

“Our production rates are increasing 
and must continue to increase for at least 
another two years. Our materials and 
machine-tool and manpower needs have 
not slackened. Indeed, they will continue 
to grow.” 

Pointing out some adverse effects of the 
“stretch-out,” Admiral Ramsey says: 

“There is certain to be an increase in 
the unit cost of aircraft, produced in 
lower monthly quantities. And there will 
be losses among many subcontractors 
and suppliers as prime contractors recall 
some of the production work farmed out 
in the base-broadening preparation for 
heavier schedules.” 

Bottlenecks which have plagued the 
industry for the past year show promise 
of giving way under increased production 
of basic materials and machine tools, ac- 
cording to the AIA president, “but they 
will recur without the constant vigilance 
of the industry, the military and the ci- 
vilian Government agencies.” 

Further, he calls attention again to the 
serious shortage of aircraft engineers and 
states there will still be an insistent de- 
mand for skilled manpower. “Before the 
end of 1952, the total manpower of the 
industry will increase to about 750,000, as 
compared to current employment of some 
600,000.”

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Must Stockpile Time 


Gen. Horkan Stresses 

Maj. Gen. George A. Horkan, the Army 
Quartermaster General, told members 
of the New York Chapter of the Quar- 
termaster Association and guests at a 
meeting in New York on 25 Feb., that 
in preparing for the future defense of 
the United States it is as important to 
stockpile time as it is to stockpile criti- 
cal materials. 

“Time can be stockpiled in many ways,” 
General Horkan said. “It can be done by 
having military plans carefully worked 
out in advance. We can do it by estab- 
lishing the know-how in our organiza- 
tion and by working with industry so 
that the proper know-how is established 
in industry against the time when it will 
be needed.” 

The speaker said time also can be 
stockpiled by working out substitutes 
which can be utilized in place of critical 
materials, by developing procedures and 
operations that will serve in good stead 
by the very reason that they are ready 
and workable. “We can do it,” the gen- 
eral said, “by coordinating military needs 
with industry and by securing the full- 
est cooperation of industry with mili- 
tary plans.” 


Excellent Industry Relationships 


General Horkan said the Army Quar- 
termaster Corps is fortunate in the ex- 
cellent relationships that exist between 
industry and the Corps. “These rela- 
tionships,” he said, “have been cordial 
and helpful. This is due in large part to 
the mutual understanding and coopera- 
tion built up by the Quartermaster As- 
sociation and its local chapters.” 

The Quartermaster General assured 
his hearers that the second winter in 
Korea finds our troops well equipped. 
“Their commanders, the news corres- 
pondents, and our Quartermaster ob- 
servers are unanimous in their reports 
that the troops are not lacking in good 
food, warm clothing, or in other sup- 
plies. Their leadership is of the best and 
they are receiving all the care that the 
situation makes possible.” 

Good Value For Money 


General Horkan said the Quarter- 
master Corps is giving the taxpayers a 
good value for their money. Economy is 
practiced at every level, and constant 
efforts are put forth to effect savings 
wherever found possible. “This is true,” 
he said, “in spite of all the hullabaloo 
by Congress and commentators. We in 
the Quartermaster Corps are willing to 
have our books audited at any time.” 

The general said it is essential that 
the United States maintain a sound 
economy, “because any injury to our 
economy would mean an impairment to 
our national strength. Our potential en- 
emies seem to have an idea that they 
can provoke us into acts that will do 
serious damage to our economy if not 
actually wreck it.” 


Production Line Targets 


The fight on the production lines, 
General Horkan pointed out, is just as 
real as that on the front lines, “You men 
and women of industry and business, 
whether you fully realize it or not, are 
locked in mortal combat with the foe. 
The really big shells from the enemy are 
landing on Washington and New York, 
Pittsburgh and Detroit. They are aimed 
at our system of government, at our 
economic structure, and above all else, 
our production lines.” 

The speaker said the real attack 
against America is aimed at our economy. 
“If we allow our resources to be ex- 
hausted, our production to be crippled, 
our economy to be shattered, we are 
through. If you people of industry per- 
mit yourselves to be licked, our Army, 
Navy, and Air Force will become im- 
potent. They can be no stronger than 
you make them.

50” seems unfortunate; it will not fool 
Moscow for a minute. 

The encouraging progress toward 
creating West Germany’s defense force 
and assuring its integration into the 
projected “European Defense Commu- 
nity,” toward getting the several nations 
to agree on their financial responsibili- 
ties to NATO, and toward reconciling 
the dominant elements of France to this 
whole west European union—all these 
notable achievements have tended to ob- 
scure certain other substantial achieve- 
ments at Lisbon. One was the Council’s 
tentative agreement on paying for 
NATO’s common installations in France 
and elsewhere; the difficulty has been 
that the nation in which each fixture 
is located has its own interest in the 
installation, yet is naturally unwilling 
to pay the whole cost; the compact pro- 
vides that the United States pay 428 
per cent of the $426,000,000 total, Britain 
and France each 13.2 per cent, Italy 7.9 
per cent, Belgium-Luxembourg 6.6 per 
cent, Canada 5.3 per cent, Denmark and 
Netherlands each 4, and Norway 3 per 
cent. 


Permanent Headquarters 


Another achievement was the estab- 
lishment of permanent headquarters in 
or near Paris, with an elected secretary- 
general. Such an establishment promises 
a continuity of effort by the new Council, 
to which each nation will name its rep- 
resentatives. It will perform much of 
the work which hitherto has required 
the ad hoc assembling of the various 
foreign ministers, and it will absorb the 
functions of the former “deputies’ coun- 
cil” as well as the several committees 
and functional boards. NATO is growing 
up. 

The inclusion of Turkey and Greece 
provides an effective start on the 
strengthening of NATO in the Middle 
East. General Eisenhower’ exercises 
overall command of these new establish- 
ments by reason of their inclusion in his 
Southern Sector, but they must be recog- 
nized as a wholly Middle East reinforce- 
ment. SHAPE’s commander, with Gen- 
eral Gruenther, his chief of staff, fly to 
Ankara on Monday and thence to Athens, 
for a formal meeting with Turkish and 
Greek authorities, returning via Rome 
to SHAPE by Friday. 

So much have the fires and furies in 
Egypt subsided, since the new Egyptian 
government cameinto office (immediately 
following the fatal Cairo rioting of last 
month), that negotiations between 
Premier Aly Maher Pasha and the 
British Ambassador, Sir Ralph Steven- 
son, this past week have dealt calmly 
with both the Suez and Sudan prospects. 
The former is of prime interest to the 
outside world, in that the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization’s planning for the 
Eastern Mediterranean has always con- 
templated inclusion of the great canal 
in the protected area. Britain’s unique 
responsibility has lasted for years, to 
the western world’s benefit, but this 
past autumn it was recognized that re- 
sponsibility now should become multi- 
lateral, with Britain, France, Egypt, 
Turkey and probably the United States 
participating in some way. Before 
this rational arrangement could be 
accepted, Egypt’s extreme nationalist 
group started its ill-advised assaults on 
British installations and _ individuals, 
culminating in the senseless and indis- 
criminate Cairo riots. The new premier 
put a stop to the disorder. Then he paved 
the way for negotiations pointed to- 
ward something close to the five-party 
arrangement Egypt could have had in 
the first place, plus a reasonable modus 
vivendi in Sudan. 

Calmer Outlook 

It can be understood that the demands 
on both sides may need whittling down, 
but compromise becomes possible in the 
calmer atmosphere now prevailing. With 
such an agreement, the creation of the 
five-nation responsibility for Suez’ pro- 
tection could come to pass in the visible 
future, and thereafter a tighter arrange- 
ment for the Middle East command of 
NATO, ashore and afloat. 

Admiral Lynde D. McCormick, with 
a small staff, has been in conference 
with French and British officials, naval 
and other, this week, in the first two 





stages of his four-weeks’ tour of nine 
national capitals; the purpose is to ex- 
pedite the setting-up of his new Supreme 
Allied Command, Atlantic. Specific aims 
are to get the complete liaison group 
established at Norfolk headquarters; 
to outline the prospective command and 
staff organization so that it can be com- 
pleted as soon as practicable with mem- 
bership from the naval staffs of all 
member-nations; and to explain the 
basis of a unified supply and training 
organization. All this is comparable to 
what General Eisenhower was doing a 
year ago when the Supreme Allied 
Command, Europe, was being estab- 
lished; the difference is largely in the 
fact that the Atlantic Command has been 
projected even longer than Europe's, 
and its firm establishment should re- 
quire considerably less time. The Ad- 
miral’s tour, from Paris and London on- 
ward, will touch Denmark, Norway, 
Netherlands, Belgium, Portugal, Iceland, 
and Canada, ending with the Ottawa 
visit of 18-20 March. There are no calls, 
it will be noted, at the capitals of Luxem- 





bourg, Italy, Greece or Turkey, all of 
these being represented in the European 
Command, but not in NATO’s SACLANT. 





W.O. Changes In ORC 


Regulations covering the appointment 
of warrant officers in the Organized Re- 
serve Corps have been revised to make it 
possible, for the first time, for warrant 
officers holding AUS appointments to be- 
come ORC Warrant Officers (junior 
grade), pay grade W-1, upon application 
prior to release from active service. 
Those eligible chief warrant officers may 
be appointed as Chief Warrant Officers, 
pay grade W-2, in the ORC. 

Tender of such appointments will no 
longer be contingent upon vacancies in 
an ORC troop program unit. 

The regulation (SR 140-106-1) was 
changed to this effect to allow many war- 
rant officers whose AUS appointments 
terminate upon release from active duty 
to continue their military careers and 
participate in reserve activities. 
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Prevent Loss and Damage 

The Department of Defense has called 
upon the military departments to estab- 
lish an effective Loss and Damage Preven- 
tion Program to protect military sup- 
plies while being transported. 

The domestic transportation bill for 
the Department of Defense for fiscal year 
amounted to $435,000,000, It was declared 
the loss and damage incident to such 
transportation “was of a magnitude to 
warrant a more comprehensive preven- 
tion program.”

(Continued from First Page) 
particularly the married ones, as much 
or more than the House version. Those 
who will lose considerably by the Senate 
bill will be unmarried officers and war- 
rant officers and all officers in the upper 
grades. 

Because retired personnel do not re- 
ceive subsistence or quarters allowances, 
the Senate bill will fall upon them as a 
hard blow, giving them only a pittance 
of relief from the increasing cost of liv- 
ing. 

If the Senate should approve a Dill 
substantially as discussed here, it is likely 
that the House conferees would force an 
upward revision of the base pay per- 
centages. 

Meantime, of course, military person- 
nel lost another estimated $70 million 
with the failure of the pay bill to be en- 
acted by 1 March. As voted by the House, 
the bill becomes effective on the first day 
of the month after its enactment. 

As introduced in October 1951, the bill 
was retroactive to 1 July 1951, Now, it 
cannot become effective until 1 April. 
Each month represents about $70 million 
in lost pay on the basis of the House bill.

“United States could not maintain a 
large standing army for a long period of 
time without crashing headlong into eco- 
nomic disaster. 

“The heavy drain of a great military 
machine upon a national economy,” the 
Senate Committee’s report continued, “is 
something that can be borne indefinitely 
only by a totalitarian dictatorship whose 
people have been cowed beyond the point 
where they will wage a battle for even 
the most elementary standards of living 
without the compulsion of a bayonet.” 








Dependent Schools Busy 

In addition to teaching aggressors a 
lesson, the Army is now operating 104 
elementary schools and 20 high schools 
overseas, where more than 17,000 de- 
pendents of military personnel are re- 
ceiving instruction from American teach- 


ers. 

In addition, nearly 2,700 children of 
military personnel in other countries are 
enrolled in schools staffed with com- 
petent English-speaking instructors. The 
Army also is operating four elementary 
schools and one high school on military 
posts in the United States as well as an 
elementary school in Puerto Rico. 

Average cost per year for each student 
in Army-operated schools is approximate- 
ly $250. This compares favorably with 
the cost-per-student figure in New York 
which is $301 annually, while in Wash- 
ington, D. C., it is about $254. 

Schools operated by the Army are mak- 
ing available to the dependents of Army, 
Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps offi- 
cers and enlisted men and dependents of 
Defense civilian personnel the same edu- 
cational opportunities afforded students 
attending classes at schools throughout 
the United States. 

The dependents’ education program is 
administered by the Army Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office, and most of the costs are 
paid by money appropriated by Congress. 
However, in most theaters it has been 
necessary to supplement these funds 
with non-appropriated money, such as 
profits from Post Exchange sales, motion 
picture theater admissions, etc. In some 
cases, it has been necessary for parents 
to pay tuition costs. 

The Army school system for depend- 
ents is so arranged that in event of trans- 
fers between continents, students may 
keep abreast of their studies without in- 
terrupting the continuity of their class 
work or having their scholastic progress 
slowed.

CONGRESSMAN whose F*> «dis- 

trict includes New London, Conn., 
the site of the Coast Guard Academy, 
took the floor of the House this week 
to plead for proper medical care for 
dependents of Coast Guard personnel. 

Representative Horace Seely-Brown 
(R-Conn.), who served as a Navy officer 
in the Pacific during World War II, 
called for the opening of Army, Navy 
and Air Force medical facilities to de- 
pendents of Coast Guard personnel. 

An article in the issue of THE JOURNAL 
pointed to the plight of many Coast 
Guard dependents who are being forced 
to pay high medical costs because of the 
absence of Public Health Service hospi- 
tals. 

Under present law, the Department of 
Defense has no authority to admit Coast 
Guard dependents to military hospitals. 

Representative Seely-Brown said it is 
his duty “to arouse interest in, and to 
seek action to remedy a situation which 
has caused much suffering among the 
dependents of our Coast Guard person- 
nel.” 

He said that “like every other facility 
in these atomic days, the duties and the 
scope of the Coast Guard have broadened 
with the times. Its members are asked 
to do more and to be ready for even 
more hazardous undertakings than those 
which brought that Service such a dis- 
tinguished record of courage and daring. 
We ask much of these men of the Coast 
Guard,” Congressman Seely-Brown con- 
tinued. “We expect much of them. We 
must not ask them to bear financial 
burdens beyond their ability.” 

More Praise in House 


Representative Lane (D-Mass.) also 
had words of high praise for the Coast 
Guard this week. He told his colleagues 
that the Coast Guard is not getting the 
credit “that is due them from the people 
of the United States.” 

He called for public acknowledgement 
of the Coast Guard’s role in the rescue 
of merchant seamen from the two tank- 
ers which split during the recent storm 
off New England. 

Congressman Lane related how Comadr. 
Theodoroe F. Knoss of the Cutter Mc- 
Cullough had to fight his way through 
a raging snowstorm to reach his ship. 
The two doors of Commander McCul- 
lough’s home were sealed by snow, said 
Congressman Lane. “The skipper tore 
through the interior decorating that cov- 
ered an unused porch doorway to get 
out and fight his way through the storm 
so that he could reach his ship and get 
on with the job.” 

Name Commander Forney 


Comdr. John H. Forney has been 
appointed an operational training and 
mobilization planning officer on the staff 
of Rear Adm. Louis B. Olsen, commander 
of the Third Coast Guard District and 
the Eastern Area. 

Retired Officer Ruling 


The Comptroller General has issued 
the following decision (B-106251): 

“An officer of the Coast Guard who re 
tired prior to 1 Oct 1949, the effective date 
of the Career Compensation Act of 1949, after 
completing 40 years’ service, is not entitled 
to have his retired pay computed, under 
method (b) in section 511 of said act, on the 
basis of the rank of grade to which he may 
have been advanced on the retired list under 
section 3 of the act of 12 Jan 1923, but on 
the basis of the highest rank or grade to 
which he received an appointment as an 
officer. 

“‘An officer of the Coast Guard who had 40 
years’ service and held appointment as cap- 
tain at time of retirement; who, upon re- 
tirement prior to 1 Oct 1949, was advanced to 
rear admiral on retired list under section 3, 
act of 12 Jan 1923; and who thereafter served 
on active duty as a rear admiral, and re- 
ceived the pay of a rear admiral, upper half, 
under the act of 8 April 1946, may not be 
regarded as having held an ‘appointment’ as 
a rear admiral, within the contemplation of 
section 511 of the Career Compensation Act 
of 1949, so as to be entitled to retired pay as 
a rear admiral, upper half on and after 1 
October 1949, computed on the basis pre- 
scribed in method (b) of section 511 of the 
1949 act. 

“Retired officers recalled to active duty 
during World War II who reverted to an 
inactive status on the retired list prior to 1 
Oct. 1949, and who did not serve on active 
duty after that date, may not, under the 
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provisions of section 516 of the Career Com- 
pensation Act of 1949, have their retired pay 
computed on the pay of the higher ranks and 
grades in which they served on active duty 
after retirement, as an alternative to receiv- 
ing pay under method (b) of section 511 of 
the act.”’
